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Few Changes

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, Senate 
floor manager 
for the 
civil 
rights bill, said today there is 
an excellent chance the House 
will accept the version the Sen­ 
ate is working on now. 
“ And I am confident,” Hum­ 
phrey said in 
an interview, 
“There 
will 
be 
no 
further 
changes of any substance.” 
If the Minnesota Democrat is 
correct on both counts, once the 
bill is passed by the Senate and 
the House concurs, it can go di­ 
rectly to President Johnson to 
be signed into law. 
However, if the House does 
not accept the Senate changes, 
the bill will go to a conference 
committee 
to 
resolve 
differ­ 
ences in the versions passed by 
the House Feb. IO and by the 
Senate. The result could be de­ 
lay or even stalemate. 
“We have been in the closest 
consultation with House leaders, 
and we feel the bill as it now 
stands is acceptable to them,” 
Humphrey said. 
He also expressed confidence 
the bill will get to Johnson be­ 
fore Congress quits for the Re­ 
publican 
National Convention, 
which opens 
July 
13 in San 
Francisco. 
“ I hope the President can 
sign it on the Fourth of July, 
giving a brand new meaning to 
that day,” Humphrey said. 
House leaders privately agree 
that action can be completed 
before the convention recess. 
But for this to happen, they say, 
the Senate must pass the bill 
next week.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The me­ 
dian income of U.S. families 
moved up a hefty 5 per cent ta 
a record $6,249 in 1963, a Census 
Bureau report revealed today. 
And for the first time, families

abova-$10,000-income 
group outnumbered those in the 
so-called poverty class. 
President Johnson has said the 
rule of thumb for defining the 
poverty-stricken is a family in­ 
come of less than $3,000 per 
year.

The median income — which

Soviet-Chinese Split 


Appears Unbridgeable

Nikita 
Khrushchev 
seems 
about ready to admit that the 
Soviet-Chinese split is unbridge­ 
able in the foreseeable future, 
and that a splintered Commu­ 
nist world is inevitable. 
Khrushchev concedes there is 
an estrangement not only be­ 
tween the Chinese and Soviet 
Communist parties, but also be­ 
tween the Peking and Moscow 
governments. 
Khrushchev leaves it up to 
the Chinese whether there will 
be a move toward reconcilia­ 
tion. Displaying little hope that 
there will be, he virtually apolo­ 
gizes to the rest of the Commu­ 
nist world for the current state 
of affairs. 
Khrushchev’s remarks, inter­ 
polated in Friday’s speech about 
the East German-Soviet friend­ 
ship treaty, indicated a pro­ 
found weariness with the whole 
Chinese affair. They seemed the 
words of a man caught in an 
impossible squeeze between the 
pressures in the Soviet Union 
for economic advancement and 
tile pressures of world commu­ 
nism for more aggressive ex­ 
pansion. 
If there is no reconciliation, 
Khrushchev seems to say, it 
will not be his fault but Pe­ 
king’s. 
“One should not,” says Khru­ 
shchev, “allow the spread of 
ideological differences to inter­ 
governmental 
relations, 
since 
this ultimately weakens the po­ 
sition of world socialism and 
plays into the hands of imperi­ 
alism. 
“We believe that even today 
the road is not closed for the 
normalization of Soviet-Chinese 
relations, including government­ 
al relations. All that is required 
is good will and awareness of 
one’s supreme duty to one’s 
people, to the entire revolution-

C u t w o r m s and corn web­ 
worm s have damaged corn in 
the west - central counties, and 
cutworms have damaged corn 
and sugar beets in the north­ 
west.

The control is banding over 
corn with toxaphene (two lbs. 
actual per acre), or dieldrin, (Vh 
lb. actual per acre), and band­ 
ing sugar beets with toxaphene 
(two lbs. actual per acre), or 
dylox (1V4 lbs. actual per acre). 
FLY CONTROL 
The best fly control is preven­ 
tion, since it is almost impossi­ 
ble to get good control o n c e 
manure becomes loaded with 
maggots. Remove manure and 
spread in fields to dry. U s e di- 
methoate (cygon), or diazinon 
now as a wall spray in barns be­ 
fore flies build up. 
In poultry houses use dimetho- 
ate, or ronnel on the walls, but 
not d i a z i A o n and be sure to 
drench manure, or built - up lilt 
ter in caged layer houses with 
dimethoate, ronnel, or malath­ 
ion. For complete fly control di 
rections, see bulletin 433 —“Con­ 
trolling insects in field crops, 
livestock, and stored grain.”

Nobody pays any attention. 
At the baseball park, Negroes 
and whites sit together in the 
stands, cheering the Birming­ 
ham Barons. Four of the Barons 
are Negroes. The team is having 
a great season, financially, and 
in the standings. 
At Legion Field, Evangelist 
Billy Graham preaches to 35,000 
people. The audience, the choir, 
the staff of ushers are in­ 
tegrated. 
Three Negroes receive diplo­ 
mas along with the white stu­ 
dents in graduation ceremonies 
at two high schools. Their par­ 
ents are in the auditorium. No 
incidents. 
Negroes sit on nine of the IO 
subcommittees of the Commun­ 
ity 
Affairs 
Committee, a bi­ 
racial group set up to study, 
not only r a c i a l problems, but 
city administration in general. 
Two Negroes ran for constable 
in a recent election. They lost 
to whites, but one race was 
close—1,641 to 1,894. 
A new bank employs Negro 
and white tellers. Of its 14 se­ 
curity officers, 9 are Negroes.

The denomination no longer 
can continue to operate ineffec­ 
tive churches with dwindling 
memberships without “ suffering 
severe loss to the cause of Christ 
and 
his 
church,” 
delegates 
agreed. 
Dr. Leonard B. White of Fra­ 
zeysburg, executive head of the 
Frazeysburg - Nashport 
Sc hoed 
District, was elected lay leader 
of the conference and chairman 
of the board of lay activities. 
He succeeds Paul Momberg of 
Cincinnati in the conference’s 
highest lay post. 
Presented “ Church of the 
Year” awards were these town 
and country churches: 
Harper 
Methodist 
Church, 
Lima district; Beaver Metho­ 
dist, Portsmouth district; Love­ 
land Methodist, Wilmington dis­ 
trict, and First Methodist, West 
Jefferson, Springfield district. 


While the racial situation In 
Birmingham is far from settled 
and the possibility of demonstra­ 
tions still exists, there is much 
in the record of this city to make 
you rub your eyes in disbelief, 
remembering the situation as it 
was on June 2, 1963. 
Thousands of Negroes demon­ 
strating in the streets — fire­ 
hoses, police dogs—jails over­ 
flowing—a community taut as a 
bowstring, especially at night. 
A rickety truce ending the 
thunder in the streets, the bomb­ 
ings and shootings. “ Dynamite 
hill” in the Negro residential 
district and finally, Sept. 14, 
four little Negro girls killed 
when their church was bombed. 
Birmingham became a tragic 
landmark in the long story of 
racial strife in the United States. 
Today, the city may be on 
the way to becoming an ex­ 
ample of what people of both 
races can do to solve racial 
problems. 
In a way, the 16th Street Bap­ 
tist Church, where the four chil­ 
dren died, seems to symbolize 
the atmosphere in Birmingham 
now. 
Blonde wood paneling covers 
the balconies and choir box. Be­ 
fore, they were a sombre ma­ 
hogany color. The new floor and 
the repainted walls and ceilings 
also are in lighter shades. New 
stained-glass windows match, al­ 
most perfectly, the windows that 
survived the blast. 
The total effect is more cheer­ 
ful. 
So is the feeling in Birming­ 
ham, to a degree. 
The segregationist has not sud­ 
denly become an integrationist. 
But he may have decided it is 
better to make accommodations 
than to have more demonstra­ 
tions and bombings. 
Rumors continually circulate 
that Negroes will begin demon­ 
strating again. 
Negro leaders have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the Com­ 
munity Affairs Committee. It 
has only advisory powers and 
they criticize 
Mayor 
Albert 
Boutwell for not acting on the 
committee recommendations 
“If 
demonstrations 
begin 
again this year, Negro leader­ 
ship will find it very difficult to 
say one word of caution in the 
face of the mayor’s treatment of 
the recommendations,” said Dr. 
Lucius Pitts, president of Miles 
College. 
But Arthur Shores, a respect 
ed Negro attorney, said the 
committee “ at least gives us a 
chance to air our grievances.” 
Some whites 
also criticize 
Boutwell for lack of action 
Says the mayor, “ We’re ren­ 
dering more services of all types 
now than before. I feel we’re 
gaining the confidence of the 
people.” 
White businessmen who work 
to ease racial tensions still get 
the midnight phone calls, threat­ 
ening them, their wives and chil­ 
dren. 
Hotels, motels, 
restaurants, 
remain segregated. Only token 
integration took place in the 
schools. 
So the picture is a montage 
of light and shadow. 
The situation may deteriorate 
again. But as of now, Birming­ 
ham is a bright spot in the 
whole picture.

What the European press has 
to say about the Coldwater vic­ 
tory in California is absolutely 
fantastic, if the cabled excerpts 
that have r e a c h e d this coun­ 
try are fairly representative of 
what has been said. What they 
seem to p r o v e is that Euro­ 
pean reporters have madfe ab­ 
solutely no e f f o r t to find o u t 
what Coldwater has 
actually 
said about any of the major is­ 
sues of war and peace. 
The London Daily Telegraph, 
the T i m e s , 
the Amsterdam 
Christian Democratic V o l k s - 
krant, t h e Frankfurter Allge- 
meine •rn the Frankfurter Run­ 
dschau til j o i n e d the chorus 
that G o l d w a t e r represents 
political “degeneracy” and a 
wild foreign policy. I find this 
fantastic because I happen to 
have read several times o v e r 
Goldwater s long foreign policy 
statement, published in L i f e 
Magazine last January, which 
c a l l e d 
for a “structural” 
strengthening of t h e Atlantic 
community. The statement was 
so much on the side of a strong 
NATO that Clarence Streit, the 
apostle of a federal union of the 
North A t l a n t i c democracies 
commended it in his magazine, 
Federal Union, his only regret 
being that Goldwater had not 
seen fit to go all t h e way to­ 
ward “union now.” lf it be con­ 
sidered “degenerate” in Europe 
to support NATO, then the Unit­ 
ed States must indeed be in for 
an agonizing reappraisal of its 
position in the world. 
Possibly the European news­ 
papers actually believed that 
Goldwater had called for using 
the A bomb in Southeast As i a . 
But this, as columnist David 
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Lawrence had the gumption to 
point out before anyone else, 
could only have been based on 
an erroneous construction of a 
Goldwater statement that had 
merely listed possibilities being 
discussed in Washington. Gold­ 
water had gone on to say that he 
didn’t t h i n k atomic “defolia­ 
tion” of Asiatic forests would be 
used. In any event, he didn’t 
advocate it. 
If the European papers are 
really interested in Goldwater’s 
position on Vietnam and t h e 
Southeast Asian c r i s i s , they 
might ask their correspondents 
to cable them the full text of 
Goldwater’s San Fernando Val­ 
ley, California, speech of April 
29. Criticizing the policy that 
permits the North Vietnamese 
to use supposedly neutral Lao- 
tial j u n g l e trails to infiltrate 
South Vietnam, Goldwater said 
our war to keep Communism 
from inching toward Thailand, 
Malaysia, Australia, and N ew 
Zealand could only succeed by 
some a c t i o n that would force 
the Communist Viet Cong to give 
up the fight. 
“This means,” 
said Barry, 
“threatening or actually inter­ 
dicting the supply routes from 
Red China, Laos and Cambodia. 
It does not mean bombing Viet­ 
namese, or even bombing Viet­ 
namese cities. It could mean 
messing up some roads, hitting 
some depots, and stopping some 
shipping.

to many in the Administration 
as well as to Goldwater. As a 
m a t t e r of fact, Henry Cab­ 
ot Lodge has also considered 
the possible necessity of “inter­ 
diction” of Communist move­ 
ment based on North Vietnam. 
So has Richard Nixon, in strong­ 
er words than those used by 
Goldwater. 
In the s a m e San Fernando 
Valley speech that European pa­ 
pers have ignored, Goldwater 
warned against putting all o u r 
eggs in the 
“intercontinental 
ballistic missile basket” for a 
very h u m a n e reason. T h e 
ballistic missile, he said, is an 
“either-or” weapon. “Once you 
push the button, you are fully 
committed. M a n n e d 
bomb­ 
ers, on the other hand, can bo 
called back.” 
This very responsible and hu­ 
mane reason for retaining the 
manned bomber ought to appeal 
to Europeans who are afraid of 
an “irresponsible” finger on the 
a t o m i c trigger. But nobody, 
whether he is European or Ame­ 
rican, is g o i n g to learn very 
much about Barry Goldwater if 
he won’t listen to what the Sen­ 
ator actually says.

Griffith Wins 
Nod, Big Beef 


Rodriguez Gripes 
About Refereeing 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 
New York’s Emile Griffith re­ 
mains the welterweight cham­ 
pion of the world after outpoint­ 
ing top challenger Luis Rodri­ 
guez and the pattern of their 
long ring rivalry remains un­ 
changed.
